Travellers’ site under-utilised despite controversial plans 


169 CHESSINGTON ROAD 
WEST EWELL SURREY 



Just two families are occupying the 
whole of a Gypsy and traveller site 
in Epsom it has emerged - despite a 
controversial proposal to create 20 
new pitches in the borough. 

The two extended families occupy 
the site at Conifer Park in Kiln 
Lane, Epsom, which was built to 
house 14 pitches and is owned and 


run by Surrey County Council 
(SCC). 

By contrast the other travellers’ 
site in Cox Lane, run by Epsom 
Council, has 21 families on 16 
pitches. 

Epsom town Councillor Neil 
Dallen said he believed there were 
still six pitches unoccupied at Kiln 
Lane - although SCC now insists 
there are no empty pitches. 

He said the issue of its under-util¬ 
isation had been raised repeatedly 
without success at SCC. 


He said: “Two families live there. 
It’s not full because nobody wants 
to live with these people.” 

And he attacked SCC for failing 
to do its part of the plan in ensur¬ 
ing there were sufficient pitches 
for travellers. 

Coun Dallen said: “Cox Lane is 
over-full and they are not a prob¬ 
lem to the community. Kiln Lane is 
the exact opposite in all ways.” 

He said the issue would be 
considered by Epsom Council’s 
working group which is looking 


into where it should put new 
pitches it is required by the 
Government to create. 

Talks are now being held be¬ 
tween police and Surrey County 
Council (SCC) about the Kiln 
Lane site, triggered by an “ongoing 
police operation”. 

Epsom’s neighbourhood inspec¬ 
tor Craig Knight said: “We are 
working with SCC to ensure the 
optimum use of the site.”

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Crime budget cuts 
‘make us less safe’ 


Gypsy site ‘not used’

Surrey’s outspoken police and 
crime commissioner has 
launched a savage attack 
on Government cuts to the 
criminal justice system. 

Surrey Police and Crime 
Commissioner Kevin Hurley 
warned that prison and court 
cuts are fuelling re-offending 
while planned budget cuts 
could cost 500 police jobs in 
the county. 

And he said he wants to stop 
political attacks on the police 
and to make the public under¬ 
stand the effect of current 
policy. 

Mr Hurley said: “I am some¬ 
one who will not remain silent 
when I see wrongdoing. What 
is going on at the moment is 
damaging the morale of police 
and making us much less safe. 

“I find it very worrying and 
frankly unprincipled.” 


He made the stand while 
speaking out on Friday 
against the “constant” criti¬ 
cism of the police by politi¬ 
cians, especially the Home 
Secretary, which he said 
demoralised the very people 
who keep the public safe. 

He told the Epsom Guardian: 
“This week I have decided the 
gloves come off, and you are 
the first to know it.” 

Mr Hurley said: “The 
continual cuts to policing, the 
Crown Prosecution Service, 
the court service and the 
prisons are hampering all the 
different agencies’ abilities to 
bring offenders to justice and 
more important, to keep us 
safe.” 

He criticised cutbacks in 
crown prosecution lawyers 
and the closure of magis¬ 
trates’ courts and said he has 
a “wry smile” when he consid¬ 
ers that suspected offenders 
cannot get representation due 
to legal aid cuts. 

He said: “How can we possibly 


expect quality justice in these 
circumstances?” 

Mr Hurley also raised 
serious concerns about under¬ 
investment in prisons and said 
he had visited a number of 
Surrey prisons including High 
Down on the outskirts of 
Banstead. 

He said: “Most of the time 
because there are not enough 
prison staff, they (the 
prisoners) are kept locked up 
in the cells then we wonder 
when they come out why they 
keep reoffending.” 

Of High Down, he said: 
“They have got a very good 
governor there, but inade¬ 
quate numbers of staff to 
allow for rehabilitative work.” 

Turning to Surrey Police, he 
said they face a £30m cut to 
their £207m annual budget 
over coming years, adding 
that “you don’t need to be a 
rocket scientist” to see up to 
500 jobs are at risk. 

Only three out of 28 police 
stations are left in Surrey, and

he said: “We have already sold 
off the family silver.” 

Mr Hurley said that he has 
contacted Epsom and Ewell 
MP Chris Grayling and 
other politicians to demand a 
“bigger slice” of Government 
funding because Surrey and 
Dorset police forces get the 
worst deal. 

He said: “I said you are not 
being fair to your own con¬ 
stituents. You are not repre¬ 
senting their interests in 
terms of law and order and 
Parliament.”

“These two families exist 
together relatively well, with 
occasional issues. 

“I’m absolutely behind Neil 
Dallen on addressing the situ¬ 
ation. I’m very supportive of 
both the borough council and 
SCC working on it. If that can 
be done more efficiently, fan¬ 
tastic, and I would welcome 
full utilisation of the site.” 

But Tina Price, who lives in 
Conifer Park, told the Epsom 
Guardian there is simply no 
space for anyone else. 

She said: “I don’t know how 
they could put more people 
there when there’s not enough 
space or facilities for the peo¬ 
ple who already live there.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We must 
clarify there is physically no 
more room at Conifer Park. 

“Although there were origi¬ 
nally 14 small plots, the fami¬ 
lies have expanded and the 
site now effectively has four 
reasonably sized plots accom¬ 
modating nine adults and 13 
children, one large family plot 
with two adults and five 
children and two plots com¬ 
bined accommodating a sin¬ 
gle extended family of seven 
adults and four children. 


“The two plots without 
utility blocks both have large 
chalet homes with all ameni¬ 
ties in them. 

“There were utility blocks 
which we refurbished with 
£156,000 of Government fund¬ 
ing in 2008, but they were so 
badly vandalised immediately 
after that they had to be de¬ 
molished for safety reasons. 

“This funding can only be 
applied for every 10 years so 
we cannot get any more until 
2017.” 

Epsom and Surrey County 
Councillor Eber Kington, 
chairman of the Epsom and 
Ewell local committee which 
consists of representatives 
from both councils, said: 
“When you get a sensitive 
issue as with a minority com¬ 
munity living within a wider 
community and there are ten¬ 
sions within the minority 
community it’s not going to be 
an easy thing to resolve. 

“There are going to be solu¬ 
tions but actually the site it¬ 
self and the facilities available 
for new people coming on to 
the site are not there. 

“It’s my role to ensure SCC 
accepts this responsibility. 

“But to actually get this 
right we have to have Epsom 
and Ewell work with us.”

Burglars smashed their way 
into a town centre pawnbro¬ 
kers for the second time in two 
months and left with £6,000 
worth of electronics. 

Johnny Cash Pawnbrokers, 
in Epsom High Street, was tar¬ 
geted by two men at 12.45am 
on Tuesday, when they broke 
the front door of the shop, 
climbed through a window 
and then smashed cabinets to 
steal cameras, phones and 
tablets. 

John Freeze, the shop’s 
owner, said he was so upset by 
this second raid that he was 
considering closing down the 
retail business. 

He said: “I’m trying to help 
others and they’re just help¬ 
ing themselves. What’s the 
value of it if I keep getting 
robbed?” 

Mr Freeze said the security 
alarms of the shop sounded 
and he was at the scene within 
minutes, as were police offi¬ 
cers with sniffer dogs. 

He said the burglars were 
captured clearly on the shop’s 
CCTV, as well as by CCTV 
footage from the town centre. 


The owner said he recog¬ 
nised one of the robbers, who 
he suspects is a customer. 

In April, robbers snatched 
Rolex watches from the shop 
worth £12,000. The shop was 
also robbed in 2011. 

Instead of holding off on 
selling items out of goodwill, 
Mr Freeze said he would now 
simply auction items off pri¬ 
vately if money was not re¬ 
paid on time. 

He said: “We all have hard 
times, me included. I’m con¬ 
sidering getting rid of the re¬ 
tail side because if we didn’t 
have stuff on the premises, 
there’d be nothing to rob.” 

Detective Sergeant Ian Cher- 
rington, of Surrey Police, said: 
“The items that have been 
taken are highly popular for 
re-sale, and so we would urge 
the public to be aware if you 
are offered any electrical 
items at reduced prices.” 

Police said both burglars 
were white and wearing 
gloves. The first was large, 
about 6ft 2in, and was wearing 
light-coloured tracksuit bot¬ 
toms with a light-coloured 
hoodie with the hood up. 

The other was wearing a 
light-coloured tracksuit with 
the hood up and had a scarf 
covering his face.

Concern over losing 
school playing field

A school’s plans to sell off a play¬ 
ing field to make way for a hous¬ 
ing development has alarmed 
residents. 

Epsom and Ewell High School, 
on Ruxley Lane, Ewell, has two 
fields at present and it plans to 
sell the smaller field, of 3.25 
hectares, which is on a slope and 
in a “extremely poor condition” 
according to the school, with the 
money going to improve the larg¬ 
er field which is on clay becomes 
waterlogged in winter and cracks 
in summer. 

In a letter to parents, Alex Rus¬ 
sell, headteacher, said this is a a 
very important development op¬ 
portunity for the school. 

He said: “If successful and de¬ 
pending upon how much is 
raised we would reinvest the re¬ 
ceipts in sports resources such as 
multi-use games areas with arti¬ 
ficial pitches for football and 
rugby, facilities for athletics in¬ 
cluding a running track, hard 
playing facilities for netball, and 
new changing facilities.” 

To get approval from the Secre¬ 
tary of State to sell a playing field 
field, the school must consult the 
public - which it is doing until

July 3 - and then get planning 
consent from the council. 

A hundred residents have al¬ 
ready held a meeting to discuss 
concerns about the plan “are 
working hard to get this stopped” 
according to Cheryl Horgan, who 
lives next door to the field. 

They are worried about pollu¬ 
tion from the site getting into the 


adjacent Hogsmill river, traffic 
and parking, the loss of another 
green area, and the land 
being too small for a housing 
development. 

Sally Gollogly, of Scotts Farm 
Road, said “We have had five new 
housing developments in Epsom 
and Ewell of which two have 
been on Ruxley lane in the past 
two years. 

“There is hardly any green in 
the area for the children to play 
or for our wildlife. Enough is 
enough. 

“There aren’t enough schools 
and doctors in the area as it is 
and this will get worst.” 

Kate Sanders, the school’s busi¬ 
ness manager, said: “We are at a 
preliminary stage. We have no 
particular plan to dispose of the 
land in any particular way. 

“It is a fairly emotive subject.”

Centre and Ewell library, in 
Bourne Hall, Spring Street, 
Ewell, until July 3.

Residents living next door to a 
derelict pub have refused to sell 
their homes to Lidl as part of its 
plans to create a new supermar¬ 
ket on the site. 

Lidl, which bought the old 
Organ and Dragon site in London 
Road, Ewell, from KFC in Febru¬ 
ary, plans to demolish the his¬ 
toric ex-watering hole and build 
a food store. 

People living nearby are con¬ 
cerned the site could lay barren, 
blighting the surrounding area, 
following demolition, if Epsom 
Council refuses planning permis¬ 
sion for a new store - a distinct 
possibility given that KFC’s 
plans were rejected on traffic 
grounds. 

In anticipation of this potential 
hurdle, Lidl has approached two 
homes in Elmwood Drive, Ewell, 
located behind the site, in a bid to 
buy their homes. 

There was confusion whether 
this was to create a bigger site for 
a store - which Lidl has refused 
to comment on - or to create a 
new access route for a new store. 

But a Lidl spokeswoman ruled 


out the latter: “This isn’t correct. 
Lidl is not proposing to take its 
access from Elmwood Drive, 
rather we are proposing to access 
the site off London Road, as per 
the existing arrangement.” 

One woman who lives next to 
the site said she received a letter 
asking if she would be interested 
in moving and asked for a tele¬ 
phone number. 

She said: “I told them absolutely 
not. 

“It would be a nuisance to have 


a Lidl here, but this is what big 
companies do.” 

Another woman who was ap¬ 
proached said: “It offered to buy 
from us at 10 per cent above mar¬ 
ket value, to which I just laughed. 
Ten per cent is nothing, you would 
not get anything in their area. 

“My family aren’t going to relo¬ 
cate for Lidl.” 

Residents of Elmwood Drive 
said they were “confused and ir¬ 
ritated” by the lack of informa¬ 
tion from Lidl about its plans.

A pair of slimming experts are 
fighting back after the collapse 
of the Rosemary Conley fitness 
empire. 

Tracey and Tina Pink, of 
Epsom, have had individual 
franchises to run 68-year-old 
Conley’s fitness clubs for 12 
years. 

Last October, Conley an¬ 
nounced she would be rebrand¬ 
ing her Diet and Fitness 
franchise, which the Pinks ran, 
to become Food and Fitness. 

The couple spent £800 buying 
the products and advertising 
necessary for the rebrand, but 
were shocked in February when 
Conley announced her franchis¬ 
es and magazine would all be 
going into administration. 

Tracey Pink, 45, said Conley 
reassured them that this did not 
mean the end as an investor 
would salvage the situation. 

But the Pinks were not chosen 
to continue as franchisees by the 
investor. 

She said they lost 100 clients 
since the start of the year due to 
the uncertainty around Conley’s 
businesses. 

Mrs Pink said: “It hasn’t been

handled very well. 

“The communication from the 
administrators and Rosemary 
got weaker and weaker. 

“Rosemary Conley hasn’t been 
on TV for a very long time. We 
knew as a slimming club that we 
were starting to lose the market. 
People were asking us, ‘Is Rose¬ 
mary Conley still alive?’.” 

The Pinks - who are “partners 
in business and partners in life” 
- have not been deterred by the 
experience and have started a 
new business, Slim With The 
Pinks, which will run classes in 
Epsom, Ewell, Worcester Park, 
Stoneleigh, Ashtead and 
Leatherhead. 

Speaking to the Epsom 


Guardian, Conley - who is very 
much alive - said her franchises 
and magazine had all gone into 
administration because they 
were not making enough money. 

She said it was “unfortunate” 
the Pinks had not been selected 
by the investor, but she had no 
control over this. 

Conley said: “Tracey and Tina 
do a great job in their clubs and I 
wish them well and have every 
confidence they will make a 
great success of their business.” 

Mrs Pink said: “We want peo¬ 
ple to know we are still here for 
the community.”

The artist chosen to design a 
memorial on Epsom Downs to 
Emily Davison is to create a 
statute commemorating the 
Suffragettes at the Houses of 
Parliament. 

Mary Branson’s concrete el¬ 
lipse design was controversially 
selected last year to commemo¬ 
rate Davison and all women in¬ 
volved in the struggle for 
women’s votes on a roundabout 
in Epsom Downs. 

And now she has been chosen 
to develop another piece of work 
on the campaign for women’s 
suffrage, which will be placed in 
a permanent location in the 
Palace of Westminster. 

Commissioned by the Speaker 
of the House of Commons’ advi¬ 
sory committee on works of art, 
she will have the chance to re¬ 
view official Parliament records 
and meet academics, curators 
and other specialists to develop 
her understanding of the 
campaign, and its connection to 
Parliament. 

Ms Branson said: “This is a 
wonderful opportunity to have 
access to the suffrage archives 
and to discuss with experts the 


complex journey women under¬ 
took to secure the vote. 

“Working within the Houses of 
Parliament and responding cre¬ 
atively to the environment will 
really inspire the final piece.” 

The artist’s success in the 
borough’s competition was not 
linked to her selection for the 
project at the House of 
Commons. 

Sarah Dewing, manager of the 
Epsom and Ewell Emily Davison 
project, said: “Having the same 
artist create pieces of public art 
at both Epsom Downs and the 
Palace of Westminster opens up 
an opportunity for Mary to devel¬ 
op pieces that have particular 
resonance for each of these two 


locations, but which also have a 
connection. 

“Emily’s life came to an end in 
Epsom, but much of the 
campaign of the Suffragette 
movement, of which she was 
such an iconic part, was focused 
on achieving change at 
Westminster. 

“Mary is the perfect artist for 
this task as evidenced by the fact 
that two separate selection pro¬ 
cesses came up with the same 
name.” 

On the Downs, there is still no 
sign of the memorial after a gas 
main was discovered under the 
Buckles Gap roundabout, its ear¬ 
marked location, which means 
another site must be found.

Supermarkets square up 
for battle in town centre

Two supermarket chains are 
vying to become the new 
store of choice in Epsom 
town centre. 

Morrisons wants to create a 
new store on Epsom’s gas¬ 
holder site in East Street, 
when Scotia Gas Networks 
moves out of the area. 

And Waitrose is rumoured 
to be in serious discussions 
about creating a new store in 
Upper High Street, for which 
Epsom Council is currently 
considering development 
options. 

Scotia Gas Networks has an 
“exclusivity agreement in 
place to progress a proposal” 
for a new Morrisons super¬ 
market on its site, which it 
will soon be vacating. 

Epsom Council is consider¬ 
ing options for the develop¬ 
ment of Upper High Street, 
Depot Road and Church 
Street, which are earmarked 
to include parking, new hous¬ 
ing and food store. 

Waitrose already has a 
store in the Ashley Centre, 
with a long lease that is due 
to run for a number of years,

according to its manager 
David Beddows. 

He said Waitrose does not 
have a “break clause” written 
into the lease and that any 
plans for it to leave the centre 
before the lease runs out 
would involve negotiation be¬ 
tween the supermarket and 
the landlord. 

Mr Beddows said: “The cur¬ 
rent store is doing well and 
they have just invested sub¬ 
stantial money into making it 
better.” 

But so keen are Morrisons 
and Scotia Gas Networks for 
the East Street development 
to go ahead, that both have 
written to every councillor at 
Epsom Council in the last 
month asking them not to 


allow a new store in Upper 
High Street. 

In his letter, Andrew Coop¬ 
er, development executive at 
Morrisons, said their new 
store would create up to 250 
new jobs, hundreds of new 
homes, new access from East 
Street, enhance the town cen¬ 
tre's parking and offer the 
chance to improve the out¬ 
door sports provision at the 
Rainbow Leisure Centre. 

He said: “With the prospect 
of a food retail scheme being 
developed on the Upper High 
Street site, it is highly unlike¬ 
ly that we would be able to 
progress our investment in 
the gasholder station site.” 

When asked about the 
Upper High Street develop¬ 
ment site and its current 
store in the Ashley Centre, a 
Waitrose spokesman gave a 
very guarded response: “We 
have traded in Epsom for 
more than 20 years and are 
always looking at ways we 
can continue to improve our 
service for the town, however 
we have no announcements 
at this time.” 

Adam Worley, Epsom’s 
business development man¬ 
ager, said he has not been in¬ 
volved in considering the 
options for the sites, but 


believes ensuring any new 
supermarkets do not gridlock 
traffic in the town is a key 
issue. 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said: “The coun¬ 
cil is in discussions with the 
owner of the site at Upper 
High Street about the possi¬ 
bilities for development. 

“This is a commercially 
sensitive matter and we can¬ 
not discuss it further at this 
stage.”

There have recently been a num¬ 
ber of letters giving both incor¬ 
rect and misleading information.

There have been numerous 
challenges on both projects that 
have been out of the local council 
control, but we are now confident 
that they can proceed and, with 
the new project manager, will pro¬ 
ceed as quickly as possible. 

Staffing has been reduced, but 
no services have been cut as we 
are using our workforce more 


effectively and efficiently. We 
have weathered the recession ex¬ 
tremely well as a local council de¬ 
spite the draconian cuts made by 
the coalition Government. 

Thanks are due to our loyal and 
hardworking council officers and 
staff who have continued to serve 
you, the resident, despite frozen 
and below inflation wage rises 
over the last few years. 

The modest council tax rise 
agreed for this year was: 

a) less than the Conservative 
council tax rise for Surrey County 
Council 

b) just 6p a week (for band D), 
less than the inflation that affects 
council expenditure.

We have already had someone 
knocked over due to the amount of 
traffic.

We have three schools within 
walking distance of each other. 

Drop off and collecting of chil¬ 
dren weekdays can be impossible, 


with cars double parked, children 
running across the roads,cars 
parked over residents drives. 

God help anyone that needs to 
leave for work around school time. 

I know of residents that have to 
leave for work 30 minutes early so 
that they can get out of these 
roads. We have had five new hous¬ 
ing developments in Epsom and 
Ewell of which two have been on 
Ruxley Lane in the past two years. 

If this land is built on we are 
going to suffer with flooding as 
well. There are not enough 
schools and doctors in the area as 
it is and this will get worse. 

Why cannot we use the school 
field for allotments or keep it as a 
playing field? As a child I played in 
these fields every week, as did my 
children. I would love my grand¬ 
children to enjoy the fun myself 
and my boys experienced. 

Please, we need to stop this sale 
for good, not for another 10 years.

Property wealth 
hits £807 billion 
among retired 



Retired homeowners have 
seen their property wealth 
grow by more than £6.3 
billion in the past three 
months as the housing 
market has continued to 
grow, new research shows. 

Pensioners who own their 
homes outright have earned

Couple go green 
to save on bills 


When Andrew and Andrea 
Spooner, pictured, from Epsom 
decided to have a loft 
conversion they also looked at 
upgrading their traditional 
boiler and go for a greener 
option to waste less energy. 

The couple, who have an 18- 
year-old daughter and a 16- 
year-old son, have lived in their 
semi-detached house in The 
Greenway for the past 12 years, 
extending it over the years so it 
now has five-bedrooms. 

"At one point we did think 
about moving," says Andrea, a 
primary school teacher. "We did 
look around but in the end 
decided to stay here and have 
the loft extension. 

"We knew we would have to 


replace our combi-boiler so 
looked at having a solar thermal 
system to heat our water." 

The couple had solar thermal 
panels on the roof and now use 
the sun's energy to heat their 
water. The whole process took 
less than a month from the 
initial conversation through to 
installation and the solar panels 
and boiler took just two days to 
install. 

The cost of the three flat plate 
panels, in-roof flashing, pump 
station, controller and 
connecting pipework cost 
approximately £2,800 from 
Green Square in Raynes Park. 
The couple expect to save 
around £80 to £120 each year 
on their hot water bills.

Leatherhead skipper Matt 
Joblin has called on the Sur¬ 
rey Championship to address 
a growing “them and us” cul¬ 
ture between the top half of 
the Premier Division and the 
rest of the league. 

Having guided the Fetcham 
Grove side to the top flight for 
the first time in the club’s 
history, Joblin was excited at 
the prospect of taking on the 
top teams. 

And he admitted that a los¬ 
ing draw at home to Guild¬ 
ford on Saturday was down to 
mistakes and an under par 
performance. 

However, the financial gulf 
between the top and bottom 
halves of the table is leaving 
a sour taste in the mouth. 

He said: “The Surrey 
Championship need to ad¬ 
dress the gulf between the 
top few clubs of the Premier 
Division and the rest of us. 

“We’re playing sides who 
have a player budget of 
£20,000 to £40,000 a year, 
whereas clubs outside the 


Premier Division have play¬ 
ers who pay £10 or so to 
play. 

“The financial pressure on 
sides promoted to the Pre¬ 
mier Division is huge, and I 
have spoken to a captain of a 
side in the First Division who 
does not want to win promo¬ 
tion - that cannot be right 
and it cannot be good for 
cricket.” 

He added: “The sides at the 
top have been the same for 
the past four or five years, 
and they have created not 
only a Premier Division stan¬ 
dard on the pitch, but also 
off it with their facilities and 
financial backing. 

“That means they can at¬ 
tract the best young players, 
we cannot get them to play 
for Leatherhead because they 
know that if they go down the 
road, they will get paid. 

“It has created a them and 
us culture.” 

Since winning promotion 
last season, Leatherhead 
have been given a season’s le¬ 
niency before they must 
build a new changing room 
that meets Surrey Champi¬ 
onship criteria, if they do 
not, they will be not allowed 


to stay in the top flight. 

Joblin said: “We have to 
spend £10,000 on a new dress¬ 
ing room because it is one 
metre short of the specifica¬ 
tions. That is a huge financial 
pressure on us. 

“And if these restrictions 
are putting teams off from 
wanting to reach the Premier 
Division, then that defeats 
the object.” 

On the pitch, and despite 
his misgivings, Joblin says 
the team is desperate to stay 
in the Premier Division. 

“I am frustrated at the situ¬ 
ation but entirely focussed on 
keeping Leatherhead where 
it is,” he said. 

“Against Guildford we did 
the simple things badly, we 
must have dropped at least 
six chances. 

“And we always pride our¬ 
selves on being mobile and 
aggressive in the field, and 
that was missing. 

“We’re looking to put it 
right when we go to Wey- 
bridge this weekend.” 

Joblin is boosted by the re¬ 
turn from injury of Jonathan 
Tribe, who has been missing 
since the second game of the 
season.
